here. 
He was 83 years o f age.

July, 1868,' to March, 1869, he was 
attorney general of the United States 
from 1877 to 1887, was United States 
secretary of state and United States 
senator from 1885 to o 1891. 
About IO years ago the distinguished

with active political life, and he ha>> 
Since spent much of his time at his 
old-fasliionod home on Second avenue. 
Of late he has been nearly blind, and 
at times helpless from old age, but
